NEWS ABOUT BOOKS 


Techniques of Histo- and Cytochemistry, by David Glick. 555 pages, 159 illustrations, 
10 tables. Interscience Publishers, New York, 1949. $8.00. 


The methods described in this excellent volume are divided into four categories: micro- 
scopic techniques, chemical techniques, microbiological analysis and mechanical separa— 
tion of cellular components. Microscopic techniques outlines ‘4e methods for preparing 
tissue sections and methods for identifying and localizing particular substances in the 
tissue, including inorganic materials (iron, phosphate, sulfhydryl groups, etc.), or- 
ganic materials (lipids, riboflavin, polysaccharides, amino-groups, nucleic acids, etc.) 
and enzymes (urease, phosphatases, oxidases, etc.). There is a further chapter on flu- 
orescence microscopy, histospectroscopy, microincineration and radioautography. Chemical 
techniques outlines the general methods of micro-chemistry followed by colorimetric tech- 
niques employing capillary tubes or cuvettes for a variety of substances, titrimetric 
microtechniques and microgasometric techniques. The latter contains, in addition to ex 
cellent descriptions of capillary respirometry, a detailed and relatively complete des- 
cription of the Cartesian Diver technique. Workers in the field of bacterial rickettsial 
and viral metabolism will undoubtedly find this method, with its advantages of great 
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sensitivity and minute tissue requirement, a useful tool. It would be well if Dr. 
Glick's volume served as a stimulus in this field. Each method outlined is given 
clearly and concisely, with precautions to observe and with recommendations as to mM 
the most reliable procedure for a particular purpose. The last two sections are ui 
very brief. Microbiological techniques includes only the Lowry and Bessey assay 
method for riboflavin. The section on mechanical separation of cellular components 
describes methods for separating nuclei, chromatin threads, mitochondria and "micro- 
somes" from animal cells and chloroplasts from plant cells. The book is well illus. 
trated and well written. It would have helped to have more photographs of treated 
tissue sections but in general the illustrations are more than adequate. It is ob- 
vious from the foregoing that this book was not designed for the bacteriologist, but 
it should be most useful in the specialized areas it covers and into which the bac- 
teriologist must frequently enter.--W.W.Umbreit

Report of the Director of the Placement Bureau: 


There has been some question in the minds of members of the Society as 
to the mode of operation of the Placement Bureau, It is operated on as simple 
a basis as possible. The individual seeking a position files an application 
upon forms supplied, and with his application makes a five ($5.00) dollar 
deposit. This deposit is returned upon withdrawal of the application, A 
successful applicant may use it for part payment of the fee required. 


Prospective employers are supposed to write to the Bureau describing 
their needs. Applications of those individuals who fulfill these require 
ments are sent to the prospective employer. He, in turn, contacts the can- 
didates directly. If an applicant is engaged, the employer is then supposed 
to notify this office, The applicant agrees to pay 3 per cent for members, 
and 5 per cent for non-members of their first three months' salary, to the a | 
Bureau, 


During the past three years the Bureau has had the files of applicants 
at the Annual Meeting, 


There have been requests to try to place retired members of the Society 
in temporary or semi-permanent positions. This could become a regular part 
of the activity of the Bureau, provided prospective employers place their 
needs. However, no attempt has been made to locate positions. 


In reviewing the activities of 1948, it is felt that the membership of 
the Society should be more aware and make more efficient use of the service, 
At present there are 62 applications on file. The applicants are actively 
interested in securing positions, as evidenced by the fact that they have a 
$5.00 deposit with the Bureau, The deposit system is working well in that 
the majority of applicants withdraw their applications as soon as they take 
position. 


A number of letters expressing satisfaction of the service have been 
received, particularly in regard to the calibre of individuals obtained. 


Some carelessness has been observed in candidates failing to reply to 
prospective employers, and in change of address. Likewise, some prospective 
employers have failed to return records promptly. It should be remembered 
that holding the records too long may interfere with sending such records to

Report of the Program Committee: 


The operation of the 1948 Program Committee has followed rather closely the 
pattern established in 1947. The Program Committee as a whole was called 
upon to decide major issues in connection with the annual meeting, voting by 
mail, The accepting and arranging of papers for the meeting were done by the 
chairmen of the various divisions and sections, meeting with the Program 
Chairman in Ann Arbor, Although this procedure was a bit costly, it is still 
felt that it is far superior to the older technique of placing this large 
responsibility on the Program Chairman alone, 


For the second year the Society has paid the expenses of the annual 
meeting from registration fees and exhibitors' fees. Despite the fact that 
registration at the Minneapolis meeting was lower than at the 1946 Philadelphia 
convention, a balanced budget was effected, with a few dollars to the good, 
which was turned over to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Society. The 
Minneapolis group is to be complimented on the careful planning which made 
possible this balanced budget, along with the excellent appointments and 
arrangements which they made available for the attending members. 


— 
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A major problem which confronted the Program Committee in 1947 was the 
publication of abstracts. By action of the members, the abstracts were not 
published in the Journal. Since their publication seemed advisable, at least ‘} , 
for purposes of the meeting, the Program Committee assumed this responsibility. 
and published five hundred extra copies for sale by the Secretary—Treasurer, 
subsequent to the meeting. This publication was numbered Volume I Number 1, 
pending formal action by the Publication Board of the Society. It is to be 
noted that a matter of days only intervened between the time when the results 
of the membership vote on whether or not to continue publishing the abstracts 
in the Journal was know, and the time for making final arrangements with the 
printer for the independent publication of these abstracts. This numbering 
will be deleted in the 1949 printing of abstracts, and the name will also be 
changed from "Proceedings of Meetings" to "Abstracts of Papers." These changes 
are made in compliance with the vote of the Publication Board at their meeting 
in Minneapolis. 


The abstracts of papers will be published in a bound issue which will 
also contain advertisements. It is hoped that the extra money from this 
source will give the Society a safety factor and assure a balanced budget for 
subsequent meetings. 


It is to be regretted that Doctor Hitchner found it necessary to retire 
as Vice-Chairman of the Program Committee during the past year, His services 
have been freely given and valuable to the operation of the Program Committee. 
The Chairman of the Program Committee was delighted, however, that Dr. Roger 
Porter accepted the responsibility of Doctor Hitchner's office when nominated 
by President Conn. 


The cooperation of the membership in supplying an ever-increasing number 
of abstracts for presentation at the annual meeting is greatly appreciated by 
the Program Committee. On the other hand, with the limited time available 
for presenting the papers, it has become necessary to continue reading certain 
papers by title. It is anticipated that this procedure will continue and will 
even include a greater number of papers to be read by title if we are to have 
programs which are not too crowied, There are increasing numbers of comments 
from the membership, indicating their desire for well-balanced, comfortable 
scientific sessions. Obviously the arrangement of such will never be perfect, 
and the Program Committee can only experiment with a view toward satisfying 
this desire on the part of some members, while at the same time giving all a 
fair opportunity to present the results of their work. It has been and will 
continue to be a policy of the Program Committee automatically to reject all 
papers mailed after the deadline, despite pressure from individuals or groups 
of individuals to the contrary. 


By way of experiment, the number of round tables will be reduced by half 
for the coming meeting, leaving Tuesday evening free for informal gatherings 
which the members may care to organize for themselves. This is in sharp con- 
trast to the previous experiment of loading the meeting up with a dozen or so 
round tables, which had for its purpose decreasing the number attending any 
one round table. Our membership, however, attended all round tables in such 
numbers that the original purpose of the many scheduled round tables was 
completely lost--hence the new experiment for this year.

While the Institute has a number of services, at the moment 
more significant for the smaller societies, it has some services and has 
made contributions very definitely of interest and value to the S.A.B, The 
first issue of the A.I,B.S. News Letter was that for February 1949, which is, 
at first, sent out to delegates and officers of the societies involved, but 
which may eventually be made available to a larger circulation. The 
Institute hopes that each Society will make use of the material appearing in 
its News Letter to inform its membership of problems and progress in bio- 
logical science md it will welcome news items from each member society be- 
lieved to be of interest to other biologists. 


The A.I.B.S. has underway the setting up of an addressograph plate system 
which will be available upon request to any member society for mailing purposes. 
Each society has been invited to send in lists of new members and changes of 
address so that this addressograph service will be complete, 


The Institute has underway the publication of a Handbook of Biological 
and bedical Data. This Handbook, when completed, will be of considerable 
value to bacteriologists since it will contain material dealing with stains 
and other basic biological data. 


A committee on publication problems has been named with Dr. A. J. Riker 
of the University of Wisconsin as Chairman, The S,.A.B,. is proud of its own 
publication set up, but as time goes on even our publication problems may 
bdecome sufficiently serious to warrant the help and cooperation of an inter- 
society organization which is seeking to work out ways and means to lower 
publication costs and to minimize editorial drudgery. 


The Institute named a Committee on Selective Service in 1948, which 
committee was accepted by General Hershey as an advisory panel in the field 
of the biological sciences. Dr. Leland W. Parr is Chairman of this 
Committee and serves also on the Policy Committee set up by General Hershey, 
made up of the Chairmen of the six committees now studying problems of defer- 
ment of students and scientists. It is probable, by the time this report 
appears in print, that the Selective Service System will have announced a 
plan for the deferment of students and scientists which is the plan worked 
out by these committees, This is a very significant step in selective ser 
vice procedure and a distinct contribution to the recognition of the impor- 
tance of scientists in the maintenance of the national health md welfare 
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and defense. Several of the societies which are members of the A,I.3.S. par- 
ticipated on a report, "Scientists in Uniform, World War II". While the 
S.4.B. had no active part in the preparation of this report, ite members did 
make generous response to a questionnaire sent out in 1947 and should feel 
nn or a of data of importance in the preparation of this valuable 
report. 


The most significant contribution made by the A.1,3.S. to bacteriology 
has been its endorsement of the work of the American Type Culture Collection 
and the setting up of an exploratory committee to study the needs of the 
A.T.C.C. and if its continuation is advisable, to recommend measures to 
place it on a permanent basis. This committee has met on two occasions and 
a third meeting is scheduled for late March, It has already taken steps to 
obtain funds for the A.T.C.C. and has thus far succeeded in doing 80 to such 
a degree that the continuance of the A.T.C.C,. is assured. This very 
valuable service to the S.A.B, dates from the presentation to the a.I.B.S. 
on September 13, 1948 of a statement regarding the A.T.C.C. by the secretary— 
treasurer of the 8.A.B. which was followed up by the appointment of the very 
active and efficient committee mentioned above. This committee is composed 
of Dr. Henry Welch, Chairman, and Drs. Robert D. Coghill, George W. Irving, 
Kenneth B. Raper, Roger D. Reid, Walde L. Schmitt, Joseph Smadel, Nathan R. 
Smith and Norman H. Topping. 


Your delegate to the American Institute of Biological Sciences, in con~ 
clusion, begs to recommend that the Society continue its membership in the 
Institute which, in his opinion, has in little more than a year, made a re- 
markable start toward its goal of overall and efficient service to biological 
science. He recommends that the membership fee of $1000.00 for the next 
year be voted and that the President and the Council have in mind the appoint- 
ment of its representative for the next period of service which will be 1950 
to 1952 inclusive, ~—Leland Parr, Delegate 


Report of the Secretary—Treasurer for 1948: 


Finances: 


The large surplus from Williams and Wilkins, first to appear as such in 
1947, was again present in 1948, amounting to $7,023.24, Biotech Publications 
royalty was $736.96, News Letter subscriptions were $16.75 and Membership List 
sales came to $25.00. Interest on the Savings Account was $17.22 and on U.S. 
Treasury Bonds, $686.26. The amount received from members was $30,973.50. 

It should be noted that $5,150.00 came from sustaining members. The total 
income was, therefore, $39,480.93. 


$24,811.00 was paid to Williams and Wilkins for memberships. The other 
disbursements are shown in the tabulation of the budget (below). The total 
expenditures were $42,390.75. During the year, the Society spent $2,909.82 
more than it received. It was possible to do this and still have sufficient 
money to start the year 1949 without selling bonds due to the fact that the 
dank balances at the end of 1947 amounted to $6,387.22. At the end of 1948 
the total balance amounted to $3,569.19. Among the chief reasons for the 
over-expenditure of 1948 were payments of a special grant of $2,000.00 to 
the American Type Culture Collection and the payment of 14 years membership 
in the American Institute of Biological Sciences. This Institute operates 
on a July to July year ani in addition to the initial membership payment 
authorised by the Council of $500.00, dues for the full year, July 1948 to 
July 1949, authorized by the Council, were paid in 1948. The amount paid 
Biological Abstracts was the largest in our history, $1,455.50, but it was 
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budgeted. However, the increase in cost of publishing of the News Letter and 
general costs of printing and all other services accounted for most of the 
additional increased expenses and the budget over-expenditure, In the budget 
statement shown below, the item Secretary-—Treasurer, Miscellaneous, carries 
the $2,000.00 paid the American Type Culture Collection and the total cost of 
the News Letter which was approximately $2,862.24, $960.64 greater than the 
approximate cost for 1947 of $1,901.60 as stated in the last annual report. 
This same item carries all travel bills which are paid by the National Society 
directly. It can be stated that in 1949, there will not be a recurrence of 
the American Type Culture Collection item, the amount which will be due the 
American Institute of Biological Sciences will be $1,000.00 ($500.00 less 
than that paid in 1948), and the activity of the Program Committee in taking 
definite steps to cut the cost of producing the Proceedings (through the 
incorporation of advertising) should be reflected in the savings. With 
higher costs in general, however, it is difficult to see how the Society can 
more than break even for 1949 and indeed if a more complete payment for all 
of the services rendered the Society in the various committees and editorial 
offices is made, it may not be possible to come out even. 


The net worth of the Society for 1948 has been calculated as $46,586.19. 
This is less than the amount reported for 1947 since more money was spent in 
1948 than was taken in, This was not done, however, at the cost of Society 
investments in bonds. These for 1948 had a value of $42,873.20, the figure 
for 1947 being $42,527.20.
